ENROLLMENT TOTAL 
NEARS SPRING MARK 


Enrollment figures as of last 
Wednesday noon showed that 900 
regular and 863 limited students 
had enrolled for the Fall semester 
at SSC. Registration for extension 
coursés will not be completed for 
another week. 

The total of regular and limited 
students is 237 under the Spring 
enrollment. Up to another 150 are 
expected to register before the 
deadline of September 28. If the 
“registration continues up to dead- 
line time as it has during past 
semesters, the total will be close 
to last semester’s and probably will 
exceed the enrollment of a year 
ago, which totaled 1828. 

A change in the designation of 
regular and limited students makes 
comparison of registration figures 
more difficult. Seven hours or more 
must be taken by regular students 
this year, instead of six hours or 
more as previously required.
